“I’ve killed him and 1 want to die,” 
Mrs. Mickle said. 
Then she told of 
drinking wood alcohol. 
On the floor 
of their front room, on the third floor, 
the body of Mickle was found. 
A re­ 
volver was clutched in his right hand 
and the hole on each side of his head 
showed the course of the bullet. 
Mrs. Mickle went shopping with an­ 
other woman and her husband saw 
her. 
When he came home he started 
to upbraid her for leaving the house. 
She says he declared he was going 
to kill her and with this object opened 
a trunk and took out a revolver and 
pointed it at her. 
She reached for It 
and the two struggled. 
The weapon 
was discharged and without a groan 
Mickle sank to the floor with a ball 
through his brain. 
Then Mrs. Mickle says she fainted 
and when she recovered consciousness 
she was lying beside the body of her 
husband. 
After a while she wrote a 
note addressed to Alice Woomer and 
prepared to end her own life. 
The 
note tells the story: 
“Alice, do me a favor. 
You see 
what has happened. I could not stand 
it any longer. 
I leave everything in 
this room that belongs to me to you. 
And if you want you can divide with 
■Sin. 
In spy pocket you 
will 
find 


$22.50 and my wafefi; this ring is 
there, too. 
You can have it if you 
want It. Alice, there is enough money 
to put me away. 
I would not do It 
but I cannot stand It. 
Please, Alice, 
attend to me. There Is money coming 
to him up in the 
barn. 
Tell Mr. 
Maggi to get it. 
Goodby forever 
In 
this little trunk you will find those 
papers for my storage in Philadelphia. 
Please seil that. 
“MRS. ANNIE JANE MICKLE."

Rojestvensky Fears Japanese 


Cruisers Will Cut Off 


His Third Division. 


SAILS SOUTHWARD TO MEET HIM 


Four Russian Torpedo Boat Destroy­ 


ers S ghted West of Hokkaido— Are 


Supposed to Be Scouts from Vladi­ 


vostok— No News of Togo. 


St. Petersbuig, .way 6. —Admiral Ro 
jestvensky, according to a h:gh naval 
authority, has sailed south to meet the 
division of the Russian second Pacific 
squadron commanded by Admiral Neb- 
ogatoff. 
The admiralty has informa­ 
tion ;hat a Japanese division of fast 
cruisers and torpedo boat destroyers 
was sent south for the purpose, if pos­ 
sible. of eripp ing or destroying Neb- 
oga toff's ships before they could effect 
a junction with those of Rojestvensky. 
The adm iralty expresses much grati­ 
fication at the fact that Admiral Neb- 
ogatuff has successfully reached the 
C hina sea but appreciates that the 
composition of the division renders it 
particular y vulnerable to a swift ad­ 
versary, especially as the crew s of his 
ships have not had the training 
n 
m aneuvering or the target practice 
which Admiral Rojestvensky’s crews 
had whi e off the island of Madagas­ 
car, and the anxiety here will only be 
completely relieved when it is known 
that a junction has been effected. 
The Russian armored cruiser G ro 
moinoi, it 
s announced, has left V ad- 
ivostok. 
Tohio, May C.—Four Russian tor­ 
pedo lioat destroyers have been sight­ 
ed west of Hokkaido. 
Hokkaido, or the North sea circuit 
as i: is also known, com prises Yezzo, 
the most northerly of the large Islands 
of Japan, with the 12 adjacent islands 
and the Kurile isian d s. 
It is separat­ 
ed from the main island of Japan on 
the south by the strait of Tsugaru, 10 
miles wide, 
its principal seaport is 
Hakodate. 
It is extrem ely probable that the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyers sight 
ed are part of the fleet reported to 
have left Vladivostok to join Rojest- 
vensky's squadron. 


HOPES AGAINST HOPE.
